UNDER SECRETARY SISCO MET WITH NATO SG LUNS ON FEBRUARY 7 
RE SUBJECT DISPUTE. LUNS DESCRIBED SERIOUSNESS WITH WHICH 
HE VIEWED THE SITUATION. LUNS NOTED THAT, BY VIRTUE OF THE 
SHORTNESS OF TIME, HE WOULD BE TALKING WITH BRITISH EMBOFFS 
THAT SAME DAY AND WOULD BE CALLING GOI FM AGUSTSSON ON 
FEBRUARY 8. LUNS FURTHER INDICATED HE WAS CONSIDERING 
POSSIBLE STOP OFF IN LONDON WEDNESDAY MORNING, FEBRUARY 11. 
LUNS WAS CONCERNED ABOUT FURTHER INCIDENTS TAKING PLACE IN
